a) PAfUlIiI - Parllli la Baron Ulgi ParrtUl^ an iaiKxrtant Italian Indus-- 
triailat with tertasr Faaciat connaotions^ idio Initlatad tha aurrandsr nago>- 
tiationa with OSS raprasantativaa In Saltaarland* Ha was tha proadnant 
figure throughout tha negotiations In aatabliahing and salntalnliig oontaot 
betaeen General Hblff and OSS. ' 

b) DOUIUJH ** DoHaaisi la Bogenlo DoUaann^ foraarly a SS Standartanfuehrer 
and foraar aide of General Wolff. He^ according to a CX8DIC Intarrogatl on 
report dated 20 /uguat 191(6, after conreraations aith General Pdhl a^ Getr- 
aral Wolff, opened negotiatiooa for an arslatlce in Deotitber IpUi alien be 
started eonvereations with Baron ParrlUl, above referred to* DoUnam first 
discussed negotiations with General Pohl in Jul/ 19UU and agreed with General 
Pohl that he would disoues the natter with General Wolff, Whidh dleeuseion 
tooic place in Deeeaber 19ltU. 

The above la fron DoUaann's own atateaent in his Intenngatlon. 'Tbs rsport 
of Hr. Dulles, aho handled the negotiations with-^QenersjVf^^ his aides. 
Indicates that after the Initial contact bj Baron PazTiSEl^ Pollinn appeared, 
representing General Wolff, to initiate surrender talks. At that tins be was 
given the nsoas of two prominent prleoners ahoa the Geraans ware holding and 
whom we deelred to be released as evidence of good faith. This was dons. 
DoUaahn also went to fmltserlend with Wolff on nore than ona occasion in con- 
nection with the surrender talke. Wolff, in his statement of the eurrender 
negotiatione which appears in Mr. Dulles* report, etetee how DdUaaim cerrled 
out on 23 April 19hS a aiaaion from Wolff to Kessalring to eaikste the broad 
outlines of the surrender negoatlons. DoUmann was sent due to the fact that

Doctor Nleaon It thus appears that Dolleaim did aotivelr participate

c) WERNBR - Wenner Is Eugene Wennar, formerly a S3 Sturmbannfuehrmr. Re, too, 
according to Mr. Dulles' ewport, was an aide of General Wolff and accompanied 
Wolff on eoaa of hie tripe to Swltaerland in connection with the eurrente 
negotiations. Wenner was the German officer authorised by General Wolff to 
represent him in the final surrender negotiations which started at Caeerta on 
26 April 19US end ended witl’i the signing of the surrender on 29 April 19U$, 

X^nner signing for Wolff* It thus appears that Wenner did pertlbipate in the 

' surrender negotiations at no small rlMc to himaelf • 

2. We have no information that Mr. DuUee made ai^ promisea or commltma&ts 
to DoUmaisi or Wenner, nor do we have aiy information as to whether Kuesmann 
and Paiillll made any such commitmaiite. Bueamann was connected with Hr. Dulles 
in some of the eonneotlons in Switaerland. Parrilli,of course, would have no 
authority to have made any oommltaente blndi ng upon the Allies. Whether or not 
binding comnoitoents were made to DoUmann and Wennar, it seema that we owe 
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
